PASCAGOULA, Miss., Sept. 
22—It is along this long, curv- 
ing stretch of the gulf coast 

: country that 
the new 
clashes with 
the old; where 
the _ lotus-eat- 
ing philosophy 
competes with 
the go - get- 


ning. The whole Gulf Coast 
talks of oil. 

Pascagoula, which takes its 
name from the river which is 
formed by the confluence of the 
Leaf and Chickaswhay Rivers, 
lies on the Mississippi Sound 
in a bay which also bears the 
river’s label. (The Pascagoulas 
were an Indian tribe in the an- 
cient days.) 

In the thirties Pascagoula’s 
four small communities seemed 
to drouse and dream away the 
days in a setting of great oaks, 
bearded with Spanish moss. Be- 
fore them were the sea and its 
marshes. The wharfs seemed to 
sleep, too. They were rickety 
with age and neglect. Above 
them, on one of the pine ridges 
which hem the town, was an old 
Spanish fort which had been 
converted into a farm house. 
Luggers and shrimp boats were 
made in a small yard on the 
bay. The beautiful yellow pine 
was shipped from the bay. A 
sense of history was heavy 
there, with legends of Spain 
and of France. Their influences 
were seen and heard in the 
names of families and of places. 

The first World War brought 
a great shipbuilding boom. 
Ships were built along the river 
at a feverish tempo, “including 
some of the concrete experi- 
ments. But, with war’s end, the 
yards collapsed. Half-sunk, un- 
finished hulks of wood, concrete 
and steel remained in the riv- 
er to mock the town and the 
taxpayers. 

Here today one can say, time 
was, and time is. 


Progress 


Pascagoula is today one of 
the focal points in the race of 
the great oil companies to 
reach the deeply submerged 
oil in the tidelands flats. 

The Ingalls Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration has endured and pro- 
gressed while other yards, 
spawned by the second great 
war, have long since died and 
many others, with long histories 
of production, also are closed 
or greatly reduced.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22—The 
Supreme Court announced today 
that it would hear arguments be- 
ginning Dec. 6 on the decrees it 
should issue to enforce its ruling 
outlawing segregation in public 
schools. 


Gov. Talmadge Wednesday 
reiterated that Georgia will 
not participate in the hearing 
before the U. S. Supreme 
Court on segregation. He said 
Georgia doesn’t wish to be- 
come legally or morally bound 
by the decree. The only ques- 
tion before the court is to 
find a method of integrating 
schools, Talmadge said, “and 
we, in Georgia, don’t propose 
to integrate the races in 
schools.”

Vernon Smith, assistant high- 
way engineer, said bids would be 
cpened for 10.6 miles of construc- 
tion on Oct. 8. Bids on the addi- 
tional five miles are scheduled to 
be opened in December. 

Smith said the new highway 
would begin at the junction of the 
Atlanta Expressway and highway

try roughly east of highway 23. 

The 10.6 miles will be let as 
two projects, Smith said. The first 
project, covering 2.6 miles, will 
begin at State Route 13 about 500 
feet east of Lenox road and ex- 
tend northeast to a point about 
1,050 feet north of Clairmont road 
known as State Route 155. 


The second project, covering 
eight miles, picks up at the point 
north of Clairmont road and ex- 
tends north towards Gainesville 
in DeKalb and Gwinnett counties.

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Centennial Is Time 
To Reflect on Past 


This is the year that Fulton County 
celebrates its hundredth birthday. There 
will be a parade with floats, and there 
will be congratulatory speeches. No doubt 
@ great many hearts will swell with 
pride, for statistically the county has come 
a long way. since the Genera] Assembly 
decided that the western part of old De- 
Kalb was strong enough to go it alone. 

Fulton is a remarkable county, not 
only in the number of people who live 
and work here and the value of its manu- 
factured products; but in its spirit. It 
was different from the beginning, for it 
was the child of ambition, and was sired 
by those who were more interested in the 
industrial revolution than in cotton and 
slavery. 

From the start the county was more 
occupied with the future than with the 
past, and Fulton yet possesses this youth- 
ful point of view. One hundred years is 
a long time as humans count their days, 
but in history it is almost nothing, hardly 
a minute in the endless procession ef time. 

Birthdays are a time for reflection, for 
a contemplation of the lost years and con- 
sideration of the years to come. 

Despite its youth, Fulton has lived a 
lot of history, and the trials and stresses 
of the future can be no worse than those 
of the century it now is completing. The 
county has known riets and lawlessness of 
the most vicious order, and it has been 
o¢cupied and almost destroved by an in- 
vading enemy. Good times heave been suc- 
ceeded by bad, but imevitablv balance has 
returned to the economy and the social 
order, and even county politics have man-

Harriman Would Make 


An Excellent Governor 


Averell Harriman’s nomination by the 
Democrats of New York state was, almost 
from the beginning, a rather foregone con- 
clusion. 

The choice was between him and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., and by nomi- 
nating time Roosevelt’s following had 
shrunk to a small, if vocal, group. The 
bosses did not have to boss.

EDR Jr. is a divorced man. 

*, The dominant voting blocs in New 
York state are Italian, Irish and Polish, 
in that ordér. These are dominantly Cath- 
olic. The recent divorce suit and the fan- 
tastic confessions, later repudiated, by 
Jimmy Roosevelt, had further complicated 
brother Franklin’s position. 

“, The Democratic leadership knew the 
going would be rough against the Dewey 
machine. (Republicans also have bosses.) 
They knew that FDR Jr. would have no 
chance at all. They knew Averell Har- 
riman’s chances were not bright, but that 
in the event of a Democratic surge, he 
might make it. 

Harriman has a fine record of interna- 
tional service. There are on record many 
commendations of him by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. As ambassador to 
Russia, Harriman sized up the develop- 
ments correctly. He is on record with be- 
ing right in the critical Chiang Kai-shek 
problem. He warned that Envoy Pat Hur- 
ley’s report attributing sincerity to Stalin’s 
alliance with Chiang was not too reliable. 
Russia, he said, was not to be trusted in 
the matter. 

Candidate Harriman is a fine, able 
man with a record any candidate would 
be proud to have. But, he is not a speech- 
maker nor is he a man whose personality 
reaches out to crowds. 

The Republican candidate, who is ex- 
pected to be Sen. Ives, isn’t a public 
speaker either. The Republicans, being 
“in” and backed by Dewey’s machine, are 
favored. But Harriman might just make 
it. If so, he will be a fine governor.

Red China—U.N. Issue 
Stull Will Plague Us 


The question of seating Red China in 
the United Nations has been postponed 
for another year. That does not settle the 
question. The problem is still there and 
the United States position is by no means 
secure. 


The resolution to postpone action in the 
U.N. General Assembly was voted 43-11. 
But many of the nations siding with the 
United States did so with a singular lack 
of enthusiasm. 


Let it be noted, too, that a number of 
Asiatic nations that are neighbors of Red 
China voted with the Communist bloc. 
India and Burma, two of the most impor- 
tant countries in the region, opposed the 
resolution. Afghanistan and Indonesia 
abstained as did Saudi Arabia, Egypt, 
Syria and Yemen. 

Basis for postponement, of course, is 
the contention that Red China has not 
demonstrated peaceful intentions nor has 
it been established in the U.S. view that 
it is a responsible government. 


There is a lot of emotion and internal 
politics connected with the U.S.. attitude 
toward the Red Chinese. They can only be 
dissipated by deeds and time. 

The British, on the other hand, take 
the historic position characteristic of their 
foreign dealings, that whether they like 
it or not the Communists are the govern- 
ment in power and must be recognized as 
such. They further argue that a boycott 
of Red China pushes that country further 
and further into the clutches of the Soviet 
Union and increases the dangers of war. 

Sooner or later the question of seating 
Red China in the U.N. must be resolved. 
There is no assurance that the United 
States view always will prevail. There is 
no assurance either that the government 
or public opinion in this country will 
change. The great test of our participation 
in the U.N. is still to come. 


We're Still Quibbling 
Over the Airport Road 


The much discussed matter of an ac- 
cess road from the South Expressway to 
the airport is up again. 

Nothing seems likely to be done soon 
though. It’s another of those symposiums 
in which. alternative routes are discussed, 
and the meeting is adjourned with the 
announcement that there is no money for 
the project anyhow. 

This time two routes are up for ex- 
amination. One would connect the Ex- 
pressway with the Roosevelt Highway 
afd travel south of the airport. This 
route, it is argued, would not be of much 
help to péople in a hurry to catch a plane. 
The other route would lead from the Ex- 
pressway north of Hapeville directly to 
the airport, and thence to the Roosevelt 
Highway. This latter route seems pref- 
erable, but would cost more money. 

Col. Garland Steele, city liaison engi- 
neer on traffic development, has suggested 
that surveys be made to finally determine 
the best route and the costs. 

Col. Steele struck an optimistic note 
with the announcement that the city, 
county and state all are in happy accord 
over the necessity of some such road, but 
financial problems were holding it up for 
the time being. 

Everybody is agreed that a fast, direct 
route torthe airport is necessary. There 
remain the questions of which route and 
how to pay for it.

Gets ‘Clearance’ 


WASHINGTON—Don’'t look now (it might go 
away) but something new has been added to our 


bureaucracy—an honest-to-gosh sense of humor. a 
That’s not bad—that’s good. Well, maybe a little radical, but still 
down the political center of the road. 

When the government can smile in the middle of the cold war and 


the congressional campaign—well, 


things might turn out right after 


all. And when federal bureaucracy can actually laugh at itself—at 
its own foibles and incrustated stuffiness, then things are really 


looking up. 

And they did laugh, almost im- 
mediately—President Eisenhower, 
Vice President Nixon, Secretary 
Dulles, Budget Director Hughes 
and all the members of the Na- 
tional Security Council, when Rob- 
ert Cutler, director of the top- 
secret N.S.C., began to read in 
anxious and sober tones a ‘‘posi- 
tion paper’’ on what might have 
happened if President Lincoln 
tried to get the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress. “cleared” through ‘‘chan- 
nels”’ today. 

The Budget Bureau objected to 
the opening words as too specific 
and as committing the President 
“when it was not necessary to do 
so.”’ So finally the first paragraph 
emerged like this: 

“A number of years ago our 
fathers brought forth in that area 
bounded on the north by 49 de 
grees north latitude, on the south 
by 30 degrees north latitude, on 
the west by the Pacific Ocean and 
on the east by the Atlantic, a 
new member state, formulated in 
liberty and dedicated to the propo- 
sition that all men are created.”’ 
The committee threw out- ‘‘equal”’ 
as unproved. 

The State Department didn’t like 
the use of the word ‘‘dedicate’’ 
five different times and thought 
that the word ‘‘apotheosize’’ would 
help.

orally and the court requested 
other interested states to appear if 
they so desired. 

Seven states have asked leave 
to appear as friends of the court. 
They are North Carolina, Arkansas, 
Texas, Florida, Maryland, Okla- 
homa and Tennessee. 

Each of these, and others who 
may request to be heard, will 
be allowed one hour of argument 
and the four states that were par- 
ties to the original action will 
have a total of 10 hours. 

Consequently the arguments set 
for Dec. 6 could continue over 
several days: Normally the court 
sits only four hours daily. 


QUESTIONS 


Questions the court asked law- 
yers to discuss in reargument are 
whether integration should be ob- 
tained forthwith or a period of | 
gradual adjustment permitted, 
whether- the Supreme Court 
should formulate detailed decrees 
or remand the cases to lower 
courts with instructions to draft 
decrees conforming to the High 
Court’s opinion and the specific 
issues the decrees should reach. 

The Supreme Court also asked 
the. lawyers to counsel it con- 
cerning its equity powers to take 
the procedural steps involved in 
enforcing its anti-segregation 
ruling. 


DAVIS ARGUMENTS 

In previous arguments on these 
questions, John W. Davis, noted 
constitutional Jawyer, told the 
High Court on behalf of South 
Carolina that it had no power to 
formulate a decree that would al- 
ter state laws. The consensus of

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‘Psychological View 
Of Judas’ Actions 


Judas Iscariot has been held 
up to scorn for 1,900 years. 


But Judas was probably no dif- 
ferent from Peter or James and 
John and the other Apostles in 
his misjudgement of Jesus. 

If you will read the New Testa- 
ment carefully and from the psy- 
chological standpoint, you will 
find that Judas made no greater 
mistake about Jesus than did 
Peter when the latter seized the 
sword and attacked one of the 
men who came to apprehend 
Christ. 

For in those days all the Apos- 
tles held the mistaken notion that 
Jesus was going to become an 
earthly king. They felt he would 
be a second David and oust 
Caesar from the Roman throne. 


Then they expected Jesus to 
rule here on earth in Caesar's 
stead with the usual pomp and 
military trappings. And they felt 
they would become Christ's

So Judas may have decided to 
force a quick showdown. He fig- 
ured that the time was now 
right, for Jerusalem was full of 
people. And Christ’s followers 
were very numerous. 

So Judas accepted the 30 pieces 
of silver to tell Christ’s foes 
where He could be found. 

The proof that Judas had no 
previous idea as to the disastrous 
final effect of his action, was 
shown when he threw back the 
30 pieces of silver at the very 
men who had paid him. That 
proved it wasn’t a mercenary de- 
sire for the money which mo- 
tivated Judas. 

And when Judas saw Jesus | 
crucified, he was so horNfied and | 
remorseful at how he had mis- | 
judged Christ’s “kingdom,” that | 
he killed himself as penace. 

Belatedly, Judas may have 
realized that Jesus meant a 
spiritual realm where love and 
charity would rule instead of 
armed legions of soldiers. 

Peter and the other 10 Apostles 
misjudged Jesus exactly as Judas 
had done, which is why they 
were so demoralized in the ‘‘Up- 

per Rootm” after Christ’s death.

in their day. 

So let’s be more understanding 
and judge not. Instead, read the 
New Testament from this new 
psychological viewpoint.

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Child’s Ear Defects 
Hard to Determine 


Hearing defects in children are 
more likely than visual defects 
to escape detection. Blindness 
often is noted within a few weeks 
after birth but deafness may be 


| overlooked for months because 


the youngster appears so nor- 
mal. 

On the other hand, some chil- 
dren with partial loss of hearing 
or vision may go through grade 
school without having the defect 
detected. 

The stories they tell later of 
what they missed in school, or 
the excuses they gave to avoid 
certain duties, are well known to 
ear and eye specialists. 


These situations are avoided | | 
by examination of all school chil- | 
| dren. But parents can be of even 


greater help by reporting to the 
physician whenever they suspect 
that a youngster does not hear or 
see perfectly. 

Deafness is a serious educa- 
tional handicap and it is almost 
impossible to teath a child to 
talk naturally when he cannot 
hear. 

Many symptoms offer clues 
that the child’s hearing is inade-

quate. He does not react to a 
loud noise like the backfiring of 
an auto or the sudden barking 
of a dog. 

Observations of this type can 
help to determine deafness in ba- 
bies.
